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THE AVERAGE QUALITY OF AMERICAN BOOK- 
MANUFACTURE. 

The “ New York Independent” of the 6th ultimo 
contained an article on “ Book Making,” which, 
along with many observations proper enough in 
their way, contains nevertheless numerous asser- 
tions and opinions which we regard as unfounded 
in fact, and as unjust in tone to the publishing in- 
terest of this country. As an instance of the ex- 
treme length to which the writer goes, we may quote 
his statement that “it is not too much to say that 
no single American book has yet appeared which, 
as a specimen of typography, is equal to the average 
issues of the best London publishers.” Now we do 
not hesitate to say that this is entirely erroneous, 
and grossly unfair to the skilled workmen in our 
trade, such as Welch, Bigelow & Co., Mr. Houghton, 
Mr. Alvord, Mr. Trow, Mr. Collins, Mr. Sherman, 
Mr. Ashmead, and others. To say that no one of 
these gentlemen has ever produced a single work 
equal to the average of the issues of the best London 
publishers is, to our mind, simply absurd, and in 
justice to the gentlemen above named, and to the 
general body of publishers in this country, we feel 
in duty bound to deny the correctness of the opinion 
thus expressed. The current business of the trade 
in each of the two countries is in our judgment un- 
dergoing a modification. Different tendencies are 
operating in England and America, and the tendency 
here, when justly and fairly viewed, is creditable to 
the energy of our publishers and the taste of our 
buyers. We started out with the notion of pro- 
ducing cheaply. Indeed that wasa necessity. The 
market required books which were not costly. In 
England the point of departure was just the oppo- 
site. There was a market there for costly books. 
Here we have been working up from cheap to ex- 
pensive books, whilst in England the current busi- 
ness is descending from expensive to cheap books. 
Hence cheap literature is increasing in England, 
and expensive literature is increasing here. This 
lowers the average standard of manufacture in Eng- 
land, and raises it in this country. We submit, 
therefore, that a general survey of the opposite 
tendencies of trade in the two countries is in favor 


of cis-Atlantic publishers as a body, and a general- | 


ization, such as this, is far more satisfactory to our 
mind than an enumeration of particular instances, 
which, by reason of their particularity, cannot con- 
stitute a general rule. On a broad comparison, there- 


fore, of the two countries the conclusion reached is | 


really favorable to our publishers, and they deserve 
commendation rather than the sharp, and, as it 
seems to us, rather inconsiderate and prejudiced 
criticism of the “Independent,” whose article is 


regarded by all the numerous publishers who have | 


spoken to or communicated with us on the subject 
as extremely unjust, and as calculated to convey 


to the public an unfavorable and inadequate im- | 


pression of what our publishers are doing in their 
vocation. 

Mr. Houghton, of the Riverside Press, has re- 
cently made a careful examination of the leading 
printing-offices in Edinburgh, London, and Paris, 
and he informs us that the conviction was forced 
upen his mind at every step that the average issues 
of those presses were far inferior to the issues from 
ours. He states that the larger portion of books 
printed abroad are now printed on cylinder presses, 
which are used for newspapers here. They have 
no platen machine equal to all the requirements of 
fine book-printing, like the Adams press of Hoe & 
Co., although the Adams press is used in a few in- 
stances. In stepping into the press-room of the Uni- 
versity Press at Oxford, Mr. Houghton received from 
one of the proprietors a copy of a Prayer Book just 
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| printed, which he says would disgrace the press of 
| some of the American establishments named above, 
We have no reason to believe that Mr. Houghton 
is partial in his judgment. Indeed, when we recall 
the fine work produced at Cambridge, Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia, and are told that in the 
whole of it there is no single book which, as a spe- 
cimen of typography, is equal to the average issues 
of the best London publishers, we can come to no 
other conclusion than that the utterer is using words 
that sound only to folly. If we are to indulge in 
sweeping assertions, we would much prefer to reverse 
the proposition, and say that the English average is 
really lower than the American average. Or if we 
would reduce the generality of the “ Independent’s” 
assertion to a particular case, we would ask if it 
is not a sheer absurdity to say, for instance, that 
Ticknor & Fields’ quarto “ Life of Prescott” is infe- 
rior to the average issues of any publisher, either 
of London, Edinburgh, or Paris? In some of the 
superior specimens of American typography the 
best quality of English and French ink alone is 
used, and in some recent instances English imported 
type has been used (although we do not regard it 
as excelling some of the productions of our own 
type founders), or the type has been made here 
from punches cut in England or Scotland. Paper 
made of the best imported Leghorn stock is now 
being introduced among us to such an extent that 
the English market is to a great degree denuded of 
its former supply, and as respects tints the same 
diversity prevails in England as exists here. Our 
presses in mechanical excellence have confessedly 
| no foreign equals, and our press-work is performed 
with no less skill than is displayed abroad. With 
these facts before us, does there not arise a strong 
antecedent improbability against the dictum of 
our critic? That more of our books are not of a 
| superior quality is due to circumstances over which 
our publishers have not exclusive control. Our 
paper mills are taxed to their utmost capacity, and 
can scarcely supply the current demand for the 
ordinary qualities which can be readily produced. 
'Then the haste, so strongly characteristic of the 
times and of our people, requires that the paper as 
|soon as packed shall be whisked off to the printer 
for immediate use by him. The mellowing influ- 
|ences of time are not allowed to operate upon the 
chemicals used for bleaching, nor is there oppor- 
tunity for evaporation. Ink on such paper loses its 
brightness and color in a short time, and we have &@ 
lustreless page. The same haste is allowed to infect 
the manufacture of the book. With newly made 
paper, hurried press-work, and with pressing per- 
formed before the ink is dry, we have in too many 
instances “ off-setting” and other imperfections, some 
of which, however, may be found to no small extent 
in the most pretentious of English books. Our pub- 
lishers should be allowed by the public and by au- 
thors to take more time to produce their work. When 
| this has heretofore been done the results are unex- 
|ceptionable. Where, for instance, Mr. Alvord has 
| been allowed to bestow time, expense, and labor upon 
his branch of printing, he shows himself as almost 
| without a superior in this country, and with few if 
| any equalsin Europe. Mr. Houghton, his frank and 
honorable competitor, who has just had the best 
| opportunity of making a comparison, has not hesi- 
tated to express this opinion. ; He tells us that there 
| are but two or three establishments in Great Britain 
| whose proprietors pretend to bestow the pains upon 
that class of work that Mr. Alvord does. Our 
| chief difficulty here is that we have to compete 
| with common printing, and are not allowed time to 
produce enough superior work which will command 
‘adequate prices. The large paper “ New Testament 
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recently published by the Longmans took, we un- 
derstand, ten years to complete, and now sells in 
London for twenty guineas. Yet as a specimen of 
fine printing the artists’ edition of the “ Sketch 
Book” is in no respect inferior. Taking into view 
the adverse circumstances which American printers 
have had to contend with, they are entitled to high 
commendation as having done better with their 
means, comparatively, than our English friends 
with all their advantages. The last five years have 
done much to elevate the standard of excellence 
and taste among us, and we are satisfied that the 
average quality of our late productions is far above 
the mark at which the “Independent” so incon- 
siderately, and, as we think, unjustly rates it.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 

Tar American Reprint oF THE New Enouisu Ept- 
tion OF Bacon’s Worxks.—The fact that Messrs. 
Taggard & Thompson, of Boston, have completed 
their republication of the recent edition of Lord 
Bacon’s works is probably well known to the trade, 
but may not yet be generally known to collectors, 
librarians, and general readers. Such an event, 
however, deserves, for many reasons, more than a 
passing mention. <A new edition of one of the 
great writers of a nation is an event of national 
importance. Bacon’s position in the history of 
English Literature and Thought is such that a sys- 
tematic and thorough attempt to re-edit his writ- 
ings may be viewed as a work commanding the 
attention of all who speak or read the English lan- 
guage. Kuno Fischer, the latest critic of the 
Baconian Realism, truly says that Bacon “is still 
regarded by his countrymen as the greatest philoso- 
pher of England, and in this opinion they are per- 
fectly right.’ A fresh endeavor to reproduce in an 
improved form his collected writings must, there- 
fore, attract signal attention as a labor of eminent 
literary and philosophical importance. 

Basil Montague’s edition of the “‘ Opera Omnia,” 
which was the leading one prior to the present, was 
commenced in 1825 and completed in 1834, in seven- 
teen volumes. It was preceded by the quarto 
edition in five volumes, chiefly edited by Birch, 
which originally appeared, as Lowndes says, in 
1765, or, as Mr. Spedding says, in 1763. This last 
mentioned edition was reprinted in 1778, in five 
volumes, and in 1803 and 1826 in ten volumes, and 
constituted the “trade edition.” Prior to the first 
appearance of this last mentioned edition there was 
one in 1753 in three folio volumes, preceded by one 
in four volumes folio in 1740, which was itself pre- 
ceded by Blackbourne’s edition of 1730, in four 
folio volumes, which was the first collection of all 
the works. Since 1730 we seem, therefore, to have 
had a new edition or a re-impression in about every 
fifteen years. The editors of the present edition 
are Messrs. James Spedding, Robert Leslie Ellis, and 
Douglas Denon Heath, gentlemen who are univer- 
sally recognized as abundantly competent for the 
task which they have assumed. It has been nearly 
eight years in passing through the press, for the in- 
troduction to the first volume bears date in January, 
1857. It is by no means a reproduction of any of 
the preceding editions, but is based upon new and 
peculiar views. Bacon’s works were all published 
Separately, and never collected into a body by him- 
self. In arranging these works every editor was 
accordingly left to his own judgment. Blackbourne 
took the “ Distributio Operis” as his groundwork, 
but the present editors object to his arrangement 
as forced and fanciful, mixing up earlier writings 
with later, discarded fragments with complete works, 
and pieces printed from loose manuscripts found 
after the author’s death with those which were 
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| published, or prepared for publication by himself. 
Birch, it is said, followed Blackbourne’s arrange- 
ment in the main, though with some variations 
which are not regarded as improvements. Basil 
Montague’s arrangement is said to be “in these 
respects no better, in all others much worse.” In 
the present edition the distribution is entirely 
new. The subject matter is selected as the prin- 
ciple of classification. The result is that we have 
three distinct classes, which, for shortness, are 
termed: Ist. The Philosophical and Literary; 2d. 
The Professional; and 3d. The Occasional. As 
| their different departments require different sorts 
| of qualifications in the respective editors, we have 
| accordingly three editors. Mr. Ellis undertook the 
| Philosophical works, Mr. Heath the Professional, 
and Mr. Spedding the Occasional and Literary. 
This arrangement between them was concluded 
early in the avtumn of 1847. Mr. Ellis in 1849 
was disabled by sickness, although the greater por- 
tion of his work was done; yet it still remained 
to be revised before going to press. That revision 
devolved upon Mr. Spedding. Among the other 
peculiarities of this edition it may be mentioned 
that in the third division of the works every au- 
thentic writing, and every intelligibly reported 
speech of Bacon’s (not belonging to either of the 
other divisions) which can be found in print or in 
manuscript, is set forth at length in its chronological 
place, with a running explanatory narrative. We 
have thus presented a sort of biography, inasmuch 
as the pieces collected run throughout his entire 
life, and the editors are of opinion that most of the 
difficulties found in Bacon’s life disappear when the 
records of it are read in their natural sequence, and 
in their true relation to the business of the time. 
The new matter which is produced in this depart- 
ment of the works is neither little nor unimportant. 
The text of all the works has been corrected through- 
out from the original copies, and no verbal altera- 
tion (except in cases of obvious errors of the press) 
has been introduced into it without notice, although, 
as a general rule, the spelling in the English works 
has been altered so as to conform to modern usage. 
Appended to the Philosophical Works are transla- 
tions of those originally written in Latin, at least 
|of so much of them as would suffice to give an 
English reader a complete view of the Baconian 
philosophy. As an instance of the attention of the 
editors to everything which could illustrate the 
great author whose productions they had in hand, 
we may refer to Mr. Spedding’s curious information 
touching the portraits of Bacon. In executing 
| their plan, the editors give us not only introduc- 
tions to each of the general divisions, but prefaces 
to the various productions constituting each of those 
divisions. In addition to this we have a running 
series of foot-notes, supplying critical, literary, and 
historical matter of the utmost value to the Baco- 
nian student. Nowhere else can he find such a 
body of helpful apparatus. Taken altogether, 
then, we suppose it is beyond doubt that this is 
to be regarded as, in all respects, the edition of 
| Bacon which is henceforward to be recognized as 
the standard. It may be considered as one of the 
finest specimens of enthusiastic, systematic, care- 
ful, and accurate editorial labor which is to be 
found in recent English literature. We say without 
hesitation that in comparison in value to this, no 
other edition should now be placed in any man’s 
library. The American republication extends 
through fifteen volumes. Its reprint was an expen- 
| sive and protracted undertaking, involving no ordi- 
nary amount of confidence and capital, and the 
successful completion of the enterprise, especially 
lin a period of disturbed business and increased 
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values, reflects the highest credit upon the pub- 
lishers. The republication was originally com- 
menced by Brown & Taggard, and the first volume 
was issued in September, 1860. Half of the set 
was completed by that house, and the work then 
passed into the hands of Taggard & Thompson in 
December, 1862, the latter house being purchasers 
from the estate of F, A. Brown & Co., the succes- 
sorsof Brown & Taggard. That purchase, however, 
was confined only to stock on hand, and did not 
carry with it any obligation to complete the work, 
the subscribers having a claim only against Brown 
& Co. Nevertheless, Messrs. Taggard & Thompson 
deemed it just that the original subscribers should 
have their volumes at the price agreed upon, and 
they therefore decided to furnish copies at that rate, 
and continued to do so to the end, notwithstanding 
the very great advance in the cost of production. 
At the same time, as agreed between Brown & Tag- 
gard and their subscribers, the work was withheld 
from the trade until its completion, when it was 
offered for sale, but at rates which were necessarily 
conformed to the increased expense of material and 
labor. It is an exact reprint of the English edition, 
containing all the latest corrections of the editors. 
As respects mechanical execution, it is in every 
way admirable. Paper and typography are such 
as befit a standard classic. It has been stereotyped 
and printed by Mr. Houghton, by whom we believe 
the republication was projected, at the Riverside 
Press, and is one of the finest specimens of the 
handiwork of that famous establishment. The 
paper is of extra quality, delicately tinted. In 
some, perhaps in most, respects the American edi- 
tion is preferable to the English. The former is in 
fifteen neat crown octavo volumes, while the latter 
is in seven volumes of 8vo. size, clumsy, and far 
less easy to handle, and at the same time costing a 
much larger price. Messrs. Taggard & Thompson 
deserve the thanks of the educated and reading 
public for the liberality of views which has marked 
their course in connection with this work. We call 
attention to it with pleasure, and are gratified to 


find that itis duly appreciated by the public. That | 
they should voluntarily assume the completion of 


an extended and expensive work like this, in which 


a large amount of capital might be locked up, with | 


a prospect of but slow returns, is, in a marked 
degree, creditable to their high tone, their business 
energy, and their reliance upon the intelligence of 
the public.

Butterfield, who has been principal of one of the 
Dayton Public Schools for the last fifteen years, and 
John H. Caine, who has been in the employ of the 
late firm of W. B. Smith & Co., and their succes-

BIOGRAPHY. 

Life of Napoleon. By Baron Jomini. Translated 
from the French, with Notes, by H. W. Halleck, 
LL.D., Major-General United States Army. 4 vols. 
with an Atlas. pp. 393, 451,414,453. New York: 
D. Van Nostrand. 

In the whole body of admirable contributions 
which Mr. Van Nostrand has made to the literature 
of the military art, this one must be admitted to 
stand pre-eminent. I. appeared originally in 
1827, under the title of “ Vie Politique et Mili- 
taire de Napoleon, racontée par lui-méme au tribu- 
nal de César, d’Alexander, et de Frederic.” The 
Frenchified conception of the work, as indicated by 
the title, can be best learned from the Prologue, 
which we copy, not only for the purpose of explain- | 
ing the plan of the Life, but because its singularity, 
in a literary point of view, will amuse or interest 
our readers. It is as follows :— 

“Long had the Elysian Fields resounded with 
the memorable events which marked the beginning 
of the nineteenth century. The shades of Pitt and 
Thugut, of Kleber, Moreau, Nelson, Lannes, and the 
many other heroes slain in battle, had already car 
ried there a thousand different versions of the 
combinations to which were attributed so many 
victories and so many defeats. The illustrious in- 
habitants of these mysterious regions were waiting, 
with impatience, the arrival of the extraordinary 
man who had been the principal mover in these | 
events, and who alone could explain them. 

“ Already the news of his exile to Saint Helena, 
and of the barbarous treatment he received there, 
gives warning of his approaching end. Already 
homicidal fate seizes her scissors * * * * * inex- 
orable Atropos cannot suffer so noble a victim to 
escape. Finally, the 5th of May, 1521, the clear 
sky of Elysium is suddenly covered with clouds ; 
the angry waves of Acheron, lashed by the un- 
chained winds, give notice of some extraordinary 
apparition. All, with a common sentiment of in- 
terest and curiosity, hasten to the shore. Soon the 
skiff of the sad and silent Charon is seen approach- | 
ing; it carries the shade of Napoleonthe * * *. 
All press forward to see him; Alexander, Cesar, 
Frederick are in the first rank, and they alone have 
the right of interrogating him. Tothe usual felici- 
tations succeed the most weighty questions. Alex- | 
ander, who from the mountains of Macedonia 
penetrated into India and returned victorious, is | 
astonished at the retreat from Moscow, and seeks to | 
know the cause. Cesar, who died invirtvible, asks | 
an explanation of the disasters of Leipsic and | 
Waterloo. Frederick, so great in reverses, and so 
measured in his enterprises, wishes an explanation 
of the prompt destruction of his monarchy, and of 
its brilliant resurrection in 1813. | 

“Surrounded by this noble Areopagus, Napoleon | 
replies as follows * * *” 

At this lofty tribunal of Cesar, Alexander, and 
Frederick, Napoleon thereupon proceeds to narrate 
his civil and military career, from its beginning to 
its end, and he speaks throughout in the first per- 
son. This gives to the work in the outset a vivid 
and dramatic character. But as the reader pro- 
gresses he finds that the discourse assumes quite a | 
technical form; and as it is supposed to be ad- | 
dressed to military critics, so it proceeds in the rigor- | 
ous style of a purely military exposition. We will 
be mistaken if we turn to these volumes with the ex- 
pectation of finding such a general life of Napoleon or | 
picture of his battles as is contained in the pages of | 
Scott or Alison. What we have here may be regarded | 








more properly as a professional disquisition, in 
which the great captain speaks only as a captain. 
This, of course, adds greatly to the value of the 
book in the eyes of a military reader or student, 
and while a minute tracing of the successive cam- 
paigns of Napoleon by such an eminent authority 
as Jomini, will, of course, be studied with avidity 
by the professional class, it will for that reason be 
less attractive to miscellaneous readers. There is, 
however, a class of civilians by whom the volumes 
will be regarded as of great value. We refer to 
students of the history of the times and also to 
statesmen and politicians. The latter will here 
discover a fund of wise reflections. The opinions 
and observations put into the mouth of Napoleon 
touching the events through which the French Re- 
volution ran its course, are of the shrewdest, most 
penetrating and discriminating character, and full 
of wisdom and suggestiveness to all who would 
comprehend the motives by which a nation and its 
leaders are governed ina period of profound and 
fluctuating civil commotion. The book is full of 
remarkable apothegms of state-craft, some of which 
are by no means inapplicable to our own circum- 
stances. It is scarcely necessary to say that Gene- 
ral Jomini is regarded as one of the highest autho- 
rities upon military subjects. He is still living, and 
is about eighty-four years of age. Prefixed to this 
work is quite a full sketch of his life and writings. 
The present translation was made by General Hal- 


|leck during a seven months’ voyage from New York 


to California in 1546, and was undertaken partly as 
a military study and partly as an occupation dur- 
ing a long and tedious voyage round Cape Horn. 
It is the first translation which has ever been made 
into English, and we are told that it is very difficult 
to procure a copy in French. Not being familiar 
with the original, and not having it before us, we 
can express no opinion of the merit of the transla- 
tion. It has to us a stiff, and, at times, almost 
awkward appearance, like the literal renderings of 
one who is compelled to stick close to his dictionary 
and grammar. Of this, however, the translator 


| seems to be conscious, for he tells us that the trans- 


lation is “almost literal,” and we must therefore 
expect to find in it un-English idioms. The work 
must, however, be regarded as a very valuable ac- 
cession to its department. It is issued by Mr. Van 


| Nostrand in an extremely legible, appropriate, and 


handsome style. A supplementary volume con- 
tains a collection of sixty explanatory and illustra- 
tive maps and plans, executed‘in a very artistic 
manner. These are not Jomini’s original maps, 
which were deemed too expensive for republication, 
but those of A. K, Johnson’s atlas, mostly compiled 
from Jomini. 

Mr. Van Nostrand deserves the thanks of military 
men, and of cultivated readers generally, for having 
given us this elaborate and valuable work, and for

We have here a work which will charm the con- 
noisseur. It isin all respects unexceptionable, and 
it is a delight even to handle it. Mr. Widdleton has 
spared no pains, labor, or expense to produce a vol- 
ume which will gratify the most fastidious taste. 
It really gratifies the eye to dwell upon such a 
page. The heavy paper, with its delicate tint, the 
neat, clear face of the type, and the fine press-work, 
all commend themselves to favor at first sight. 
So anxious has Mr. Widdleton been to furnish a 
superior book that he has had the sheets printed in 
London by Clay, and if there be buyers who agree 
with a journalist in a sister city in the opinion 
that the best specimens of American manufacture 
are inferior to the average of the London houses, 
their scruples will be fully met by the imported 
sheets of the present volume. We doubt whether 
the approaching season will produce any finer spe- 
cimen of book-making. The peculiar merit and 
characteristic excellences of Poe’s poems are, of 
course, well known, and it is necessary, therefore, 
that we should call attention only to the beautiful 
dress in which they are here presented. The illus- 
trations are fifty-four in number, exclusive of initial 
letters and head and tail-pieces. Their merit will be 
readily understood when we state that the artists 
are F. R. Pickersgill, John Tenniel, Birket Foster, 
Felix Darley, Jasper Cropsey, P. Duggan, Percival 
Skelton, and A. M. Madot. The illustrations of the 
Raven are all by Tenniel. These sketches are 
works of art, and, taken together, deserve study as 
such. We found ourselves lingering over them 
with unalloyed satisfaction, and laying down the 
book reluctantly with a feeling of regret that we 
could not linger still longer. It is, in fact, a gal- 
lery of the most favorable specimens of the best 
class of artists in their several departments. We 
commend the volume to all cultivated readers, and 
congratulate Mr. Widdleton on his abundant suc- 
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cess in the preparation of a work to which he has 

devoted so much time, capital, and taste. We have 

no doubt that his effort will be appreciated by dis- 
criminating buyers. 

Idyls of Battle and Poems of the Rebellion. By
